TARIFF AND TAXATION 


The Fordney-ilcCumber tariff act is 


the most unjust, unscientific and dis- 
honest tariff tax measure ever enacted 
in our history. It is class legislation, 
which defrauds all the people for the 
benetit of a few; it heavily Increase* 
the cost of living, penalizes agricul- 
ture, corrupts the government, fosters 
paternalism, and, in the long run. does 
not benefit the very interests for -which 
it was intended.

increased taxation and tha cost of living 
by $2.000.000.000. under the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff, all that the Republican 
party could suggest in the way of re- 
lief was a cut of $300.000.000 in direct 
taxes; and that tvas to be given prin- 
cipally to those with the largest in- 
comes. 


Although there was no evidence of 


lack of capital for investment to meet

transportation act of 1920. at the time 
or" Its presentation to congress, stated 
that It had for its purposes the reduc- 
tion of the comt of transportation, the 
improvement of service, the battering 
of labor conditions, the promotion of 
peaceful oo-operation between employer 
ar.d employee, and at th.' same time 
the assurance of a fair and 3ust return 
to the railroads upon their investment.

nounced purpo*6». but contend that the 
act has failed to accomplish them. It 
ha« failed to reduce the cost of trans- 
portation. -The promised Improvement 
i:i service has not been realized. The 
labor provisions of the act have proven 
unsatisfactory in settling differences 
between employer and employees.

"W"ater transportation on our
